Westmoreland Cites 1967 
As Year of Progress in Viet 


SAIGON (AP)—Gen. William 


C. 
Westmoreland 
described 


1967 Tuesday as a year of 
"great progress" in the Viet. 
nam w r, but said he saw no evU 
dence that enemy strategy will 
change in the coming year, 
The commander of U.S. forces 


in Vietnam estimated in an in. 
terview with the Mutual Broad. 
casting System that the enemy 
has suffered more than 80,000 
men killed in action in 1967, in. 
eluding guerrillas, local forces, 
Viet 
Cong main forces and 


troops of the North Vietnamese 
army. 


About 20,000 of the allies have 


died in combat this year. Amer- 
ican losses through Dec. 16 to- 
taled 9,002. 


Westmoreland cited the de. 


struction of various enemy 
weapons and the opening of 
roads the Communists once con. 
trolled. 


"However, I believe the best 


measure that I know of progress" 
that has been made during 1967 
is the improved attitude Of the 
people," he said. "They have an 
attitude of optimism. Every. 
where I go I note a feeling of en. 
couragement. This did not exist 
to the same extent a year ago." 


Asked about enemy strategy 


in view of large-scale, sustained 
actions such as the November 
fighting at Dak To, the com. 
mander said Communist tactics 
ebb and flow, "but basically 
they have been unchanged since 
they decided to take over South 
Vietnam by force.'7 


"From time to time,"he said, 


"they emphasize guerrilla ac- 
tion at the expense of main 
force action. Occasionally, they 
will emphasizemainforceoper.

Many Feel Tass Report 
On Explosion Is Too Low 


MOSCOW (AP) — Tass said 


Tuesday nine persons were 
killed and several were injured 
in a gas explosion that ripped 
through a Moscow apartment 
building Christmas night. 


The six. story building was re- 


duced to rubble around a crater 
in the frozen earth, and to many 
the official news agency's death 
toll report seemed low. 


One witness at the scene said 


a policeman told him more than 
20 persons were killed and an- 
other bystander reported 10 to 
12 bodies had been removed 
from the wreckage. 


The building was believed to 


have contained 24 apartments 
housing about 100 Russians. 


The blast occurred at about 


9:20 p.m., when many of the 
apartments presumably were 
occupied. 


Survivors are being moved 


into new apartments and eiven 
material aid, Tass said.

ing deeply immediately upon 
arising in the morning, to a 
screening program conducted 
at a cancer detection center, 
the specimen might be obtained 
through a cough induced by 
taking a deep breath of an ir. 
ritating aerosol. 


With the specimen pre serv. 


ed inside, the kit may be given 
to a physician or sent to the 
company's detection laborator- 
ies in New Hyde Park, N.Y. for 
analysis. 


The cells in the specimen 


would then be examined either 
by a special cell stain or by 
an electronic scanner to de- 
termine whether they showed 
any signs of being cancerous 
or precancerous. 
Analyses 


of sputum specimens by cell 
stain have been carried out 
for several years at such can. 
cer detection centers as the 
Strang Clinic in New York. 


Dr. John F. King, associate 


director of the Strang Clinic, 
explained in an interview that 
the cells in a sputum specimen 
come from the Idling of the 
bronchial tubes, where 90 per 
cent of lung cancer cases be- 
gin. 


King said that in response 


to chronic irritation, such as 
from 
cigarette smoke, the 


functional cells that normally 
line the bronchi change to non- 
functional cells that multiply 
rapidly and shed readily. 


In its announcement, the com. 


pany said the kits will be made 
available initially to the medi. 
cal departments of industrial 
firms, labor unions and com. 
munity health organizations as 
well as to private practitioners. 
The cost of the kit and the

•would be under $10 a kit, the 
company said.

Move to the Left? 


Ever since Ralph Nader's "Un- 


safe at Any Speed" hit the best- 
seller list Congress has been lean- 
ing over backward to get into the 
act and come up with regulations that 
will impress 
the public with the 


deep concern the lawmakers have 
for their constituents. 


The latest of these laws, dealing 


with the safety factor in automobile 
tires, had its passage announced in 
the news media with all of the fan- 
fare of a Hollywood premiere. Alan 
S. Boyd, secretary of transporta- 
tion, is reported as saying, "Now 
injury and death on the highway swill 
largely be the result of human er- 
ror, not of design and equipment 
deficiencies." 
Hasn't "human error" always been 


the major problem? Hasn't the nut 
at the steering wheel always ac- 
counted for an overwhelming per- 
centage of all automobile accidents? 
It's a certain fact we read and hear 
of far more accidents wherein the 
driver failed to negotiate a curve 
and hit a tree than we do of design 
and equipment deficiencies. 


Today tire problems are so rare 


that it's an odd driver who gives 
more than an occasional thought to 
the "shoes" on the old buggy. And 
after what seems to be millions of 
miles of road travel, how many of 
us can recall a single time when we 
had a close call because of equip- 
ment failure? But most of us can 
JOSEPH ALSOP 


recall a dozen or more times when 
human error darned near did us in. 


Sweden recently proved that the 


real way to make highways safer 
and reduce fatalities is to force the 
driver to be cautious. When that 
country changed over from driving 
on the lefthand side of the road to 
driving on the righthand side, fa- 
talities dropped over 50 per cent. 
The changeover forced the Swedes 
to go slow and easy, keep both 
hands on the wheel, their eyes on 
the road, and their minds on what 
they were doing. And in the end, 
that's all it takes to avoid ac- 
cidents. 
This is enough to make one won- 


der if our own nation couldn't bene- 
fit by reversing the Swedish formula 
-go over to driving on the left- 
hand side of the road for awhile. 
Then when we became so accustomed 
to this arrangement that the acci- 
dent rate started to climb again, 
switch it back. 
A change every 


five or six years should do the 
trick. 
The changeover didn't bring mass 


murder to Swedish highways, as was 
predicted, so it shouldn't be too 
disasterous here. 
And it could 


be the only way we ever will reduce 
the 13-million auto accidents and 53,- 
000 deaths that occur on our high- 
ways annually. 


At least it offers another sug- 


gestion.

Fundamentally it depends on 


how you look at it, a point per- 
haps well worth exploring. 


In the first place, the $328 


million figure 
itself may look 
somewhat odd, 
inasmuch 
as 


figures 
rang* 


ing from $275 
to $345 million 
have been used 
in recent days. 


To avoid fur- 


ther confusion, 
t h i s column 
Denison 


checked the tax increase pro. 
gram in detail with the Gov- 
ernor's Budget Office; 
the 


figures used are 
from that 


sanctum. 


To begin with the $328 Million 


figure ($327,800,000 if 
you 


want to be specific? represent 
the first full fiscal year's in- 
take under the tax increase 
schedule approved finally last 
week — the fiscal year July 1, 
1968 to June 30, 1969. 


As to whether the tax in- 


crease is Justified depends on 
how 
you look at it. 
In its 


simplest form, either the tax 
monies must be provided or 
Pennsylvania's taxpayers must 
suffer a cutback in programs 
and services. 


Whether some of these pro. 


grams are warranted or needed 
has been one of the prime 
points 
of legislative dispute 


during the past year — a point 
for the individual taxpayer to 
resolve in his own mind. 


A second point in determining 


whether the yowls of anguish 
over the increased tax load are 
justified 
perhaps 
revolves 


around the "means" of obtain- 
ing the additional funds. 


Who is getting "socked" the 


hardest within the realm of the 
new $328 million tax Increase 
schedule? 
Here's one way to look at it: 
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Five-sixths of the new $328 


million tax uppage will be borne 
by the consuming peasantry; in 
other words this five-sixths em- 
braces what are known as "con- 
sumer taxes" — to the tune of 
$274 million. 


Who then will pay the balance 


— the remaining $54 million? 
This comes under the heading 
of "business taxes" — or in 
other words, one-sixth of the 
entire tax load increase. 


And of course the natural re- 


action becomes one of: "Well, 
for Pete's sake, what's the idea 
of letting business get away with 
this sort of balderdash!" 


In a practical sense, the 


answer can perhaps be reduced 
to this simple theme: over-tax 
business and knock it out (and 
the Jobs that go with it) and who 
then has the money to pay the 
consumer taxes? 


In recent years both Demo* 


cratic and Republican adminis* 
trations in Pennsylvania have 
been striving mightily to create 
a tax balance on the business 
versus consumer tax front — 
the idea being to make Pennsyl- 
vania as attractive as possible 
for new and expanding business- 
es. The fact that it has worked 
so well is under-scored by the 
new industries and new jobs 
coming to the Keystone State 
within the past decade. 


Historically Democrats and 


organized labor have almost 
blindly fought the idea of con- 
sumer taxes as "beastly op- 
pressive to the little man" — 
the consumer. Interestingly, it 
was during the tenure of Demo, 
cratic Governor David L. Law- 
rence that Democrats In a de> 
termined effort to woo business 
and industry to Pennsylvania 
(with the obvious resultant in- 
flux of new Jobs) began to es- 
pouse in earnest the "equitable 
tax 
climate 
for business" 


theme. 


No one of course really en- 


Joys paving taxes; you could 
levy the tax on business and 
save the consumer from con- 
sumer taxes — but then without 
a Job how would you pay for the

The Fifty-Pint State SohiKonat 
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FBI Listened to Both Parties 


WASHINGTON — The famous FBI bug in Fred 


Black's Sheraton.Carlton Hotel suite, which 
started the national uproar over eavesdropping, 
picked up some startling conversations involving 
house GOP Leader Gerald Ford. 


The wiretapping, which had to be authorized 


by Attorney General Bobby Kennedy, appeared to 
be aimed in part at spying on Vice President 
Johnson's Southwest political friends. It was 
known at the time that no love was lost between 
the Vice President and the late President's 
brother. 


However, the FBI's efficient 


electronic devices also picked 
up conversations involving Re- 
publicans. 
Especially inter, 


estlng is revelation of 
the 


manner in which defense con. 
tracts became involved in poll- 
tics. 


On April 23, 1963, two AVCO 


Corporation 
executives, una. 


ware that their every word was 
being 
taped by the FBI, dis. 
Anderson 


cussed freely how Rep. Ford of Michigan had 
intervened to help spare them from a federal 
investigation. 


The Army had awarded AVCO two negotiated 


contracts to produce transistor radios for tanks, 
jeeps and other military vehicles. This aroused 
then-Congressman Earl Wilson, R-Ind., who 
raised some sticky questions about the Army's 
failure to seek competitive bids. 


When government auditors began poking into the 


matter, AVCO's president James Kerr and exe- 
cutive committee chairman Earl "Red" Blaik 
hurried to Washington to see what could be done 
about sidetracking the Investigation. Unhappily 
for them, they stopped by the suite of their 
Washington representative, Fred Black, to dis. 
cuss strategy. 
What the FBI heard is still supposed to be 


kept under wraps. The listening device was so 
secret that the FBPs own internal reports, 
though highly classified, referred to it only as 
"informant WF 1441-C (asterisk)." 


However, we believe the public is entitled 


to know about the wire-pulling and wiretapping 
that goes on in Washington. 


In this case, Blaik reported to Kerr on his 


visit that morning with "Jerry," whom the 
FBI indentlfled as Congressman Jerry Ford. 
Blaik said Jerry had not only discussed the 
contract trouble with Wilson but had arranged 
with House Appropriations Chairman George 
Mahon, D-Tex., to question Comptroller Gen- 
eral Joseph Campbell about his investigation. 


"So yesterday afternoon in their meeting, 


their appropriations meeting," related Blaik, 
"why they had Campbell in. So they threw it up to 
Campbell. They wanted to know why he had men 
over there, and he said he didn't, so they said 
they found out what he was telling was not 
correct, although it was partially correct. 


It's 
interesting that Comptroller 
General 


Campbell is charged by Congress to invest!- 
gate tne executive branch of government 


Congress, yet in this case Congressmen were 
trying to sidetrack the investigation. 


"So he (Campbell) said that Wilson had asked 


him to look into two cases," Blaik continued, 
not knowing every word was being recorded by 
the FBI. "Jerry was trying to find out what the 
two cases were. He finally got the dope. He 
said he was investigating for Wilson an Ad- 
miral contract and a Bendix contract, and AVCO 
was not in on it." 


Meanwhile, however, an FBI agent called at 


AVCO's Crosley plant in Cincinnati. Bacv in 
Black's suite the following day, Blaik phoned 
Congressman Ford to report this latest develop- 
ment. The FBI bug picked up only Blaik's end 
of the conversation. 


"Say, Jerry," began Blaik, "I want to cut you 


in on this one thing. Out at Crosley's yester- 
day, they had an FBI man." 


He responded t o some remarks from Con- 


gressman Ford, then said: "Uh! Uh! Well, 
he must have made some complaint to the 
Department of Justice, wouldn't you think so? 


. .Yet! That's what he is trying to do, 


try to show that there is some stuff in here 
other than ordinary. . . .He was investigating 
certain aspects of the VRC-12 (Army terminology 
for the vehicular radios)." 
Kerr, at Blaik's side, said: "Pll send him a 


transcript of the interview." 


for 


Blaik repeated this to Ford on the phone: 


"Matter of fact, we'll send you a transcript 
of the interview. Yeah! Well, I thought you 
ought to know it. We'll send it to you." 


This seemed to upset the FBI, which noted 


in its secret report: "Copies of this communi- 
cation are being furnished Cincinnati and De- 
troit inasmuch as one of the items discussed 
hereinafter pertains to a possible interview 
by an agent at Crosley's and to the fact that an 
interview was conducted and then furnished to 
Congressman Gerald Ford of Michigan." 


An indignant Earl Blaik denied to us that he had 


ever held any such discussion with Ford. 


"I don't think there is anything to all that," 


he snorted. "I did not talk to Ford. I have no 
memory of this at all." 


However, Ford 
acknowledged receiving a 


number of calls from Blaik on the VRC-12 
contract. As Ford recalled it, AVCO had de- 
veloped the radios for the Army, therefore had 
felt entitled to the production contracts with- 
out bidding. 


Ex-Congressman Wilson, reached at his home 


in Bedford, Ind., said that AVCO had been paid 
by the Army to develop the radios, then had 
received the first two multi-million-dollar con- 
tracts without competition. The FBI had found 
some "improprieties," said Wilson, but nothing 
serious enough to warrant prosecution. 


He added that the Army asked for bids on the 


third contract, and Magnavox of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., took the contract away from AVCO with 
a bid that was 49 per cent lower than AVCO's 
price.

WASHINGTON — President 


Johnson has gone home to Texas 
for the year-end holiday, but 
he is not likely to get much 
rest. For he must bring back 
by mld.January a budget that 
will try to reconcile the politi- 
cal, economic and military real- 
ities of 1968, 
and this should 
be 
about as 


easy as recon- 
ciling the poli- 
cies of Ho Chi 
Minh and Mar. 
shal Ky. 
T h e r e is 


pressure 
on 


the d o l l a r 
a b r o a d be- 
cause of the continuing deficits 
in the budget and the balance 
of payments. Accordingly, the 
President will be insisting again 
on his proposed tax increase, 
and Wiltur Mills and the Ways 
and Means Committee will be 
insisting just as strongly that 
there can be no tax increase 
without substantial cuts in the 
nonmilitary items in the budget. 


This is an awkward situation 


for a President committed both 
to the war on poverty at home 
and the shooting w?r in Vi^- 
nam. 
Just getting the military 


budget down to manageable pro- 
portions will be tough enough, 
because the original requests 
from the joint chiefs of staff 
totalled between $98 and $99- 
billion, and this will probably 
have to be cut back to around 
this year's military budget of 
$73.6-billion. 


But beyond that, the congres- 


sional demand for economies 
on the home front runs counter 
to Johnson's normal political 
campaign philosophy. We have 
already had a sample of this in 
his recent speech before the 
AFL-CIO convention in Miami. 
He went right back then to the 
hold 
New Deal tactic of run- 


ning against Herbert Hoover 
and scalding the Republican con- 
servatives 
as "nay-sayers" 


who were against all his pro- 
grams for social justice. 


He is being strongly urged 


by some of his political advis- 
ers to continue on this theme 
through the campaign. 
The 


argument is perfectly plain: 


Vietnam will be an unavoidable 
issue, but the Democrats should 
move the debate as much as 
possible onto the home front and 
come forward with elaborate 
programs for the cities, par- 
ticularly in the field of low-cost 
housing, even if they have little 
chance of getting a congres- 
sional majority for new social 
legislation. 


According to this strategy, 


the President will get credit 
for trying to help the poor, 
and if the Republicans oppose 
his liberal home front bills, they 
will get the blame in Novem- 
ber. 
If all this sounds famil- 


iar and even a little old-fash- 
ioned, you can put it down to the 
normal instincts of New Deal 
politics. What wort ed for the 
Democrats in seven out of the 
last nine presidential elections 
is not easily put aside, and all 
indications here are that the 
President will fight the cam- 
paign on the old line of more 
butter and at least as many 
guns. 


The National Committee for 


an Effective Congress, how- 
ever, has just come out with 
an analysis of the coming 
campaign that suggests that 
this strategy no longer has 
the appeal it had for the poor- 
er and party-oriented elector- 
ates of the past 36 years. 


"Traditional appeals to eco- 


nomic well-being and promises 
to 
remedy 
specific 
griev- 


ances," it says, "do not invoke 
the cheers they once did . . . 
America has experienced two 
great internal crisis in her 
history: the Civil War and the 
economic depression 
of the 


1930's. 
The country may be 


on the brinV of a third trauma, 
a depression 
of the national 


spirit . . . At all levels of 
American life, people share 
similar fears, insecurities, and 
gnawing doubts to such an in-

work, and the budget will un- 
doubtedly be constructed with 
this political priority in mind. 


Johnson seems to have made 


up his rnind to carry the bat. 
tie to his opponents, to com- 
mand the headlines as he Has 
been doing in his recent trip 
around the world, and to pre. 
sent himself to the voters as 
a determined battler against 
Communist, aggressors, and 
Republican skinflints. 


It is clear that such a strate. 


gy will not remove the wide, 
spread doubts that now exist 
in the country about the poli- 
cies and political calculations 
of the White House, but the 
President seems to have made 
up his mind that the concensus 
he once sought so eagerly is 
unattainable now, and on this 
he is undoubtedl> correct.

BRUSSELS — One of the lead- 


ing banis of Belgium warned 
Tuesday of the risks of a price 
increase in gold which, it said, 
would represent the "failure of 
many years international mone- 
tary cooperation." 


The gradual development of a 


rational international policy to

finance trade "would be held up 
for a long time," said the big 
Kredietbank in its weekly bulle- 
tin to customers.

mount dangerously," It said, 


The bank has discussed

Protector's Diary 


Most of us have, I guess, wondered from 


time to time how game protectors and fish 
wardens manage to put in their working days. 
It doesn't seem they would have too much work 
to do and their jobs could be a pleasant excuse 
for spending a lot of time in the great out- 
doors. 
At least that is the way I must have been think- 


ing. For when I recently came across the field- 
books of R. M. Freeborough, who served as 
game protector in the Youngsville area back in 
the early 30's, I was surprised to learn that 
here was one fellow who had anything but a soft 
snap of it. in performing his duties. 


Day in and day out the accounts in the diary 


tell of long tramps through the woods searching 
for reported violators and long nights spent on 
backcountry roads watching for "spotlighters'' 
and 
poachers. For Freeborough's days were 


during the Great Depression and a lot of illegal 
hunting was done by a lot of destitute people 
who needed the game for food. 


A typical day went something like this: "Oct- 


ober 20, 1932. Left home at 8 o'clock. Drove 
to Garland, Torpedo and Grand Valley. Talked 
to Charles Haines. Then up on hill and back by 
the way of Hemlock, Button Hill, Ross Hill and 
Cole Hill. Talked to several men. Got report 
that deer were being killed at night on Button 
Hill and Holden Hill. Charles C. reported 
killing 'coon on highway. Heard no shooting. 
Home at 4:45 p.m. 


•'Got report that there was a deer killed at 


McKinney's. Went and got it. It was a small 
buck. It had been killed on the highway near 
Tidioute. Dressed out by William Carpenter of 
Forest County. Home again at 5:30 p.m. 


"Charles Britton came for me at 8 p.m., and 


we started for Tidioute. Picked up R.C. Bailey. 
Arrived at Tidioute at 8:30 p.m. Met Dave 
Storer and five other men. Went up on hill in 
Limestone Township to look for spotlighters. 
Saw them using lights, but heard no shooting. 
Home at 1 a.m. Drove 44 miles. Walked 4 
miles. Lunch 50 cents. 


That was a typical day in Freeborough's book. 


A very untypical day was October 25. This day 
started, according to the diary, at 7 p.m. the 
evening of October 24 right after Freeborou^h, 
who had only returned home at 6:15 p.m., had 
eaten his supper. He had already worked a total 
of 8 hours, driven 3G miles, and walked 5 
miles. 


Describing this untypical day, the diary says, 


"Left home at 7 p.m. with R. P. Schmidt. 
Went to Gillis Corners on Cobham Hill. Work- 
ed there all night checking cars. Very little 
travel on this road due to rainy weather. 


"Left there at 6 a.m. and went to Tidioute to 


get breakfast at Schmidt's home. Left there at 
8 a.m. and went to Watson Township and work- 
ed there all morning. Heard four or five shots 
away off in Camp Run section but could find no 
one. 


"To Yeager's filling station for lunch. Left 


there at 1 p.m. up over Kelley Hill in Lime- 
stone Township and worked that section to Queens 
and down to Forest County line. Met W. J.

Government Proposes 12 New 
Safety Rules for '69 Cars 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government spelled out details, 
and asked for comments, Tues. 
day, on 12 more rules designed 
to make autos safer for their oc- 
cupants and pedestrians and to 
force drivers to lock unoccupied 
cars. 


The Department of Transpor- 


tation asked for comments by 
Jan. 26 by industry, research 
and other interested groups. 
The rules had been announced 
earlier in the year In broad 
terms and technical details 
have now been developed. 


One set of rules spelled out 


Tuesday would go into effect on 
autos manufactured after Dec. 
31,1968 and others after Dec. 31, 
1969. Still pending are other 
rules proposed to take effect be- 
yond those dates.

The actual event which it com- 
memorates, the Jewish struggle 
for religious freedom from the 
tyrannical reign of the Greco- 
S y r i a n King Antiochus 
Epiphanes, is known to have 
actually occurred in 165 BCE. 


For 
the 
Jewish 
people, 


Hanu1 kah symbolizes 
the vie- 


tory of the spiritual ideal over 
military

potism. A handful of Jews, de- 
termined to preserve their faith 
and their traditions, openly de- 
fied the overwhelming power of 
the Syrian King, Antiochus, who 
was determined to suppress 
Jewish 
monotheism and its 


proper observance. 


When in the year 168 BCE 


Antiochus ordered that 
the 


Temple in Jerusalem be used 
for pagan practices and that 
sacrifices be offered there to 
the Greek god, Zeus, the Jews 
under the leadership of Judas 
Maccabees

which culminated in the recon- 
quering of Jerusalem, the ex- 
pulsion of the Syrians, and the 
purification of the Temple. 


According to legend, all the

West's jump overcall of 


three hearts is based on a 
good suit and the reasonable 
expectation of being able to 
win seven tricks in his own 
hand, inasmuch as the bidder 
should be able to limit his 
loss to 500 points if he is 
doubled. 


When North passed three 


hearts, South was reluctant 
to merely rebid three spades 
which would not be forcing. 
Since he held 13 high card 
points and a good suit facing 
an opening bid, he took the 
bull by the horns and pro- 
ceeded to game without fur- 
ther ado. 


West opened the ace of 


hearts and continued with the 
queen. Declarer covered with 
dummy's k i n g and East 
ruffed with the six of spades. 
The latter switched to a club 
and South finessed the queen 
which tost to West's king. The 
ten of clubs was returned and 
declarer was in with the ace. 


Trumps were drawn in two 


rounds and then the queen of 
diamonds was put thru. When 
East turned up with the king, 
South'* contract went on the 
rocks. 


Finding both minor suit 


kings offside and encounter- 
ing a seven-one division in 
hearts was admittedly unfor- 
tunate; 
however, 
declarer 


could have taken measures to 
protect himself against such 
extreme adversity. 


If he permits West to hold 


the second trick with the 
queen of hearts, East is 
unable to' obtain the lead in 
time to make the fatal club 
shift. If West continues with 
a third heart, South can 
ovemiff East, draw trump 
and then take the diamond 
finesse with the assurance 
that, even if it loses, North's 
suit will provide the neces- 
sary discard to dispose of the 
queen of clubs. His losses are 
restricted to two hearts and 
one diamond. 


Withholding the king of 


hearts sacrifices a potential 
overtrick but it p r o v i d e s 
declarer with control over the 
subsequent play and keeps 
the danger hand out of the 
lead. South should have paid 
greater heed to West's three 
heart bid. The possibility of a 
seven card suit was by no 
means remote.

HOW tO Keep Well 
By Dr. T. K. Van Dellen 


ARTIFICIAL VALVES 
Replacing a scarred heart valve with a plastic device 


is a common procedure. There are a number of dif. 
ferent artificial valves and, more recently, surgeons 
have fashioned valve cusps out of fibrous tissue ob- 
tained from the legs. The mortality rate attending the 
technic is extremely low considering that most of the 
persons have a handicapped heart and are poor risks 
for any surgical procedure. 


Two San Francisco surgeons have done cardiac valve 


replacement on 85 patients. Of the 85, 10 were 60 or 
older. Nine of the 10 survived showing that age is no 
barrier. All had serious heait trouble involving one or 
more valves. 


These operations are done with the heart exposed and 


open. During surgery, the individual's needs are main. 
tained with a heart.lung machine that bypasses the cardiac 
structure. Blood is poured thru the coronary arteries 
to maintain viability of the heart muscle. 


In the operating room, a dozen or more physicians 


and nurses wor' as a team. While some are doing the 
operation, others are monitoring pressure, oxygen sup- 
ply, urinary output, acidity of the blood, and other vital 
body functions. At the completion of surgery, the heart is 
restarted and the victim is watched carefully until his 
heart and other organs are functioning normally. 


In another 
series, 
the valve was replaced in 18 


pregnant women. The risv 01 continuing to term with a 
heart that was failing was too great. The medicos 
would have preferred to replace the valves before preg- 
nancy, but in these individuals, they had no choice. All 
women recovered and delivered their babies success* 
fully. 
Valve replacement is no longer a new procedure. Altho
